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Libnu'iaiij and Assistants, unci to remove them when they see cause j to make rules for 
admission to the Lectures, Library, and Museum, and for preserving order there, and 
generally lliroiighoiit the Institution. 

Sec. 11. They shall have power to admit to the Library, Museum, and Lectures, 
Strangers wlio may be disLinguislicd by their rank or literary acquirements. 

Sec. 12. They shall cause fair and accurate Accounts to be kept of all receipts, pay- 
ments, and Ollier business transacted by Ihcm, their Oliicecs and Agents respectively, and 
annually make np the same to the isL of July in every year, and lay them, with vouchers, 
beioi e tlie Auditors in lime to prepare tliem fur being laid before the General Meeting. 

Sec. 13. They shall also prepare a detailed Report of the actual Slate of the Institu- 
tion, in order to be submitted to the Proprietors at tlieir Annual Meeting in July. 

Sec. 14. The Managers shall meet uL llieir room in the Institution on the first Tuesday 
in every luonLli; and no Meeting sliall be competent to transact business, unless Five 
Members be present. 

Sec. 15. The President, or Two Vice-Presidents, or any Three of the Managers, may, 
by a requisition in writing to tiie Secretary, cull a Special Meeting of the Managers. 

Sec. iG. The PresidonL shall pre,side at all Meetings of the Managers ; and in case of 
Ins absence, a Vice-President, according to seniority; and sliould neither be piescut, one 
of the Managers sliali be called to the Chair. 

See. 17. In every thing relating to the Institution, and not especially provided for by 
the Bye-Laws, the Board of Managers shall have a discretionary power to act as they 
shall judge most for its interests, still subject nevertheless to the control and direction of 
the General .Meeting of the Proprietors. 

.Sec. 18. The Board of Managers shall, at theii discretion, have all Monies belonging 
to tlie Institution laid out in the purchase of lands and lenemonls, or placed at interest, on 
seciirily approved of by them. 

Tliev shall also have aiiLhority to grant leases, agreeably to the Act of Incorporation, of 
any lands or tenements belonging to the Institution. 

Sec. iQ. The Treasurer shall cause all receipts and payments on account of the Insti- 
tution' to be entered in a book kept muler his direction, which book shall be laid on the 
Manaiiers’ table at their Monthly Meetings; he shall order payment of such drafts and 
bills ns the Managers shall direct, and have his accounts made up to the 1st of July in 
even' year, and laid before the Managers, in order that they may be prepared for the 
inspection ol the Auditors. 

See. '’O. The SecreUny shall attend all the Meetings of the Proprietors and Managers, 
and by himself or Assistant lake minutes of the proceedings ; he shall also take care that 
due notice of the dilfereut meetings be given to the Proprietors and Managers. 

Sre ■’1 The Auditors shall examine lire Accounts of the InsliLulion, made up to the 
, cl ,M' iuiv in every year, and report thereon to the next Amuial Meeting ; to which they 
bIkiU also deliver a General Statement of the Accounts, signed by at least 'I'wo ol them.

Pupils ; the manner in which Students shall receive tcsliinoniaU of their prolieimcy in the 
several studies, so as to secure the public conlideiu'c; am! (lually, llu; regulations best 
adapted for a Scniiuary, whose object is to iiiliisr: the best moral habits, logether with a 
love of literary acquirements. Tiiese rules sliall beol force in the 1 uslilulion, after having 
received the concurrence of a General Board ol J’roprictors. 

Sec. 26. Any Three Members of the Boards of Managers and Visitors may, by rc.pii- 
sition in writing to the Secretary, call a Joint Board of Visitors and iVlauagers, for the above 
purpose. 

Sec. 27. On llic death of a Proprietor, his heir shall be culillod lo all the privilogi-s 
enjoyed by the deceased. 

Sec. 28. All vacancies occasioned by dcalli, resignation or ollicrwlsc, ami not tilready 
provided for, shall be filled up by a General Court of Pro[)rictors, which shall la; convened 
by order of the Board of Managers as soon as may be after the oceurrence of the vaeaiu-y 
or vacancies. 



BYE-LAW adopted on the 8th December 1812 : 

THAT everv Memberof this The Belfast Academical Institulion, wlio is one of tlic persons 
particularly named in the Act of Parliament made in the lifticth year of the reign of 
His present I^lajestv, George the Third, iiililiilcd “ An Act to incor|)oruU; and regulate 
“ an Institulion, to i)e called The Belfast Academical Institulion, for aiTording to A’oulli a 
“ classical and mercanlile Education,” (which said persons therein parllcuhirly immcd, who 
liavc severally subscribed any sum or sums of money for the puiposes (if this Institulion, 
together with all such oflic*r persons as slumld have, at the lime of passing the said Act, 
subscribed to the purposes of this Institution, and paid to the Treasurer the sum so sub- 
scribed, and all such other persons as should at any time tliereaflcr respectively sulin-rihe 
and pay the sum of twenty-two pounds fifteen shillings or upwards i'or the abiive piir[iosi's, 
are by the said Act made one distinct and se|)arale body politic :md corporate in det'd siml 
name, lo be called and distinguished by the uiinic of The Belfast Acudcmicii! Insliimion) 
and who has not, yet paid lo the purposes of this said Institution llic siiiii of inoimy for iluj 
payment of which said Member subscribed liis name on a roll kept for Lliat purpose, shall 
pay, on or before the first day of May iii the year of our X.ord one llinusand eight Inuidrcd 
and thirteen, lo the Treasurer for the time being of this said InsLitution, the sum ol money 
for the payment of which he so subscribed his name as aforesaid ; and in case sucli Member 
shall not pay such sum of money on or before the day hereby u[ipoiiited for the [KiytiiciU 
thereof, then such Member, so failing lo pay such sum of money on or before Ihe day 
hereby appointed for the payment tliereof, shall forfeit and pay to the Treasurer of iliis said 
InsLitution for the time being, for tlie pm’|)Oses of this Institution, the sum of two pounds 
sterling for every calendar month respectively which shall elapse from and after the day on 
or l>efore which it is hereby appointed such Member shall pay the sum of money ibr the 
payment of which he so subscribed his name as aforesaid, until such Member shall have 
paid such sum of money for the payment of which he so subscribed his name a# ufovesaid.

T' 11 E Institution was first (ipciied for the reception of Pupils on the 1st of February 1814; ami 
Biiicc tliut, the only Visilation that took place was on the ad of September that year by the 
Lonl Bishop «>f Down and Connor, attended by John Alexander, Esq. one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the Institution, uud the Reverend Samuel ITaima and John Templeton, two 
of the Visitors. 



T HE, Bye-Laws enjoin Monthly Meetings of the Boards of hlanagers and Visitors ; but the 
Members, anxious to watch over its progress in its infant stale, have regularly met once a Week ; 
at whicli hleotiiigs, the Finances, the Buildings, the state of the Schools, and every thing relating 
to the Institution, have come under their review. Exclusive of these, on each Saturday during 
the Session, both in the Schools and in the Collegiate Department, the Scholars and Student* 
have bcnni assumbled m Common Hall, and specimens of Recitation, Reading, Translation, 
Conipositim), Wniing, Suliitioii of Problems and Maps, have been exhibited by the Pupils 
sclcfts'd by the Musters trom the several Schools, and the Sludents have read Papers, produced 
in their respective Classes in rotation, attendt'd by all the Professors and Masters, and a 
Malinger and a \'isitor in rotation.

A COPY of the BYE-LAWS which have been made, pursuant to the Powers given 
to the Institution by Act of Parliament. 



BYE LAWS 

For the Government of The Belfast Academical Institution. 

— 1810. — 

Sec. I. THE affairs of the Institution shall be conducted by a Board, to be denominated 
« The Board of Managers;” which Board shall consist of a President, Four Vicc-PresidonlH, 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, and Twenty Managers. 

Sec. 2. The President shall be elected for one year, or any lunger time, by a General 
Board of Proprietors. 

The Vice-Presidents and the Managers shall be elected by the same Board, to continue in 
office, after the first election, during four years: the first election to be as follows— 

The Vice-President and Five Managers having the greatest number of votes, to continue 
in office four years; the Vice-President and Five Managers having the next greatest number 
of votes, to continue in office three years; the Vice-President and Five Managers having 
the third greatest number, to continue in office two years; the Vice-President and Five 
Managers having the least number of votes, to vacate tbeir seats at the expiration of one 
year: afterwards, one-fourlh of the Vice-Presidents and Managers shall vacate their seals 
annually, according to the seniority of election, and be ineligible to the same for one year; 
but may be elected to other offices of the Institution. 

The Secretary and Treasurer shall be annually elected. 

Sec. 3. There shall also be appointed Eight Visitors and Three Auditors ; the Visitors 
subject to the same rules of election, vacating their offices, and re-election, as the Managers. 
The Auditors to be annually chosen. 

Sec. 4. In any election, should Two or more Candidates have an equal number of voles, 
those whose names are entered first on the ballotting list shall be considered as having the 
greatest number of votes, and be elected accordingly. 

Sec. 5. A General Meeting of the Proprietors shall be held annually on the first Tuesday 
in July, for the purpose of electing the Officers of the Institution, filling up the vacancies 
occasioned by the preceding Second and Third Sections, receiving the lieport of the 
Managers, and transacting such other business as may be then laid before them. 

Sec. 6. All business brought forward at any General Meeting of Proprietors shall be 
decided by a majority present; and no bye-law, alteration or repeal of a bye-law, shall 
pass or take efi'ect at such Meeting, unless at least thirty days notice thereof in writing 
shall liave been given to the Secretary by Fifteen Proprietors or upwards, which Notice the 
Secretary shall publish in the Belfast newspapers; nor sliall any bye-taw, altcralion or 
repeal, be proposed to the Meeting by the Board of Managers, until it shall have been 
approved of by Two-thirds of the Members present at the meeting of their Board summoned 
for that special purpose, and notice thereof given to the Secretary and published by him as 
above. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary shall call a Special Board of Proprietors, on requisition being at 
any time made to him by fifteen or move Proprietors. 

Sec. 8. Election of all offices in the Institution, and the adoption of all bye-Laws and 
n-eneral regulations, shall be by ballot; the manner and form of which slmll be settled by 
the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 9. On election to an office in the Institution, the duties of it shall be made known 
to the Person elected, by the Secretary; and if he decline to act, the next on the list 
shall be apjiointed in his place, and so on until the office shall have been filled. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to superintend the Political 
Economy of the luslitulion, under which are comprehended the finances and buildings, 
with all arrangements relating thereto ; to engage suitable persons as Masters, Professors,

At the same Meeting of the Synod, it was Resolved unanimously, “ That a Professorship 
ol' Divinity and Clmrcli History shcmlcl be established in the Belfast AcadLMiiir'ul Insli- 
“ uiLion ; and that a CominiLLee be appointed for tlie purpose of taking the necessary steps 
'' to curry it into exeeulion.” This Committee met accordingly, and recommended that a 
Bund should be raised I'or the supi>ort of tins I’rol'cssorsliip, and that u sum not less than 
three Uunismul pounds will bo adequate for tins purpose. Jtwus proposed tlmt llie Fund 
sliould he raised by voluulary subscriptions; and that Ministers should siibscnhc liberaliy 
themselves, and be active in raising Subscriptions by upplicatiorB to individuals, and, when 
they deem it prudent, tlicy may iiiaUe a public eolleclion in their Congregations for this 
purpose. 

Tl.e M'anamrs and Visitors ot the Academical Institution are informed, that the distresses 
of the linics'havc prevented any effectual steps being taken to carry this Resolution iiito 
effeet ; llicy also nndoratand, that it was not iulendcd tlmt the San, to be so raised aliould be 
paid to tbe Funds of the Institution, hot kept at the disposal of the Synod.
